With’ the fee-paying prep schools -and 
public schools, there's no such division be- 
tween academic and other types of education, 
Phe sole qualification is the ability -te pay.

A. The electrocardiograph’ is a 
marvelous device and a great 
help in diagnosing heart condi- 
tions, but it doesn't work like a 
slot machine. The strip of paper 
that comes out of the machine 
doesn't have the diagnosis written 
out im English. There is simply a 
series of wavy lines that give clues 
to trouble. A perfectly good heart 
will sometimes. send out signais 
that look bad on the strip of 
paper or a bad heart may broad- 
cast good signals. It is always 
necessary for the doctor to con- 
sider what the machine records 
and what he knows about the 
patient. To “read” an electrocar- 
diogram requires a great deal of 
training and experience.
